Geraldine Carrigon won first place 
in the college division of the annual 
beok review contest sponsored by the 
Catholic Community Library. The 
contest was held in the St. Teresa 
College auditorium, November 12, 
8:00 p. m. Joy by George Bernanos 
was the book Geraldine selected for 
her review. She competed with Mr. 
Harry Jones of Rockhurst College 
and Mr. Robert Ver Koulen of the 
Newman Club of Kansas City Uni- 
versity. Harry Jones reviewed Louis 
Budenz’ This Is My Story and Rob- 
ert Ver Koulen reviewed Socialism: 
Promise or Menace? by John K. Ry- 
an. The judges were Mr. Harland 
Hutchings, Miss Josephine Boserine, 
and Father William O’Brian. 

Each contestant received a book by 
a Catholic author, and Geraldine re- 
ceived in addition to Father Gam- 
mon’s After Black Coffee, a gold 
medal. 

The novel reviewed by Geraldine is 
one that has aroused much contro- 
versy among Catholic reviewers, but 
Geraldine analyzed the story in a 
clear, persuasive manner, indicating 
levels of meaning missed by most of 
the former reviewers. She agrees 
with Sister Mariella Gable who has 
said that of many writers of Catho- 
lic fiction who have shot golden ar- 
rows at the center, Bernanos hits the 
bull’s eye. 

The college having the greatest 
number of honor points at the end 
of the year will be awarded a tro- 
phy by the Library Center.

Lake Success went to the Univer- 
sity of Missouri campus November 7 
to 9, as two hundred Missouri stu- 
dents represented forty of the na- 
tions having a place on UN. Eight 
Teresians represented the nation of 
Chile at the sessions. Chairman of 
the delegation was Geraldine Corri- 
gan. The other delegates were Bob- 
by Jeanne Schmidt, Agnes Paluga, 
Jean Carrigan, Joanne Wald, Peggy 
Bergin, Mary Jean Burke and Joelle 
Fasenmeyer. 

The meetings were held in the 
Brewer Field House where the dele- 
gates were assembled around long 
tables, arranged in the same posi- 
tions as their countries are seated at 
UN. The meetings were realistic with 
several citizens of various countries 
representing their respective nations. 
Across the table from the St. Te- 
resa girls was the Chinese delegation 
composed of natives of that country. 
A speech in Arabic was given by 
the Chief of the Saudi Arabia dele- 
gation, who was a native Arab from 
Palestine. Attired in his native cos- 
tume, he spoke on the Palestine prob- 
lem. His speech was translated by 
another Arab delegate also attired in 



the traditional garb. He explained 
that the chief delegate had to speak 
in Arabic, he could not speak Ameri- 
can, only English, French and Arabic. 

Perhaps the incident that made the 
conferences most realistic was the 
behavior of the Russian delegation. 
The assembly voted to restrict the 
use of the veto to matters requiring 
the use of the penalty and the Rus- 
sian delegation, stating that the rights 
of their nation were not being re- 
spected, walked out in the interests 
of “democracy”; the Ukeraine, Czech- 
oslovakia, Yugoslavia, and Poland 
followed suit. 

Representing Chile, the College of 
St. Teresa Delegation took an active 
part in the committee meetings which 
decided the measures to present to 
the General Assembly. Bobby Jeanne 
Schmidt represented Chile and the 
College on the Control of Atomic 
Energy. Joanne Wald took an active 
part on the Palestine question, while 
Agnes Paluga attended the Recon- 
struction of Europe sessions. Chile’s 
opinion on the Reconstruction of Eu- 
rope question was given by Jean Car- 
rigan while Geraldine Carrigan rep- 
resented that country’s views on veto.

Two delegates and six observ- 
ers from CST attended the Fall 
4 meeting of the MO-KAN-NEB 
Region of the National Students’ 
Association at Rockhurst College 
on October 24, 25, 26. 

Bobby Jeanne Schmidt and Gerald- 
y ine Carrigan served as delegate and 
alternate delegate respectively. The 
, purpose of the convention was to 
adopt a regional constitution and to 
vote on a domestic, national, and in- 
ternation program for the year.

Father Nagle Opens Lecture Forum; 
Warns Against Communistic Tactics 

“Get into the transmission belt. In- 



ject Catholicism into the press, radio, 
and the theatre,” was Father Urban 
Nagle’s plea at a recent lecture spon- 
soerd by the Catholic Community Li- 
brary, held in the St. Teresa audi- 
torium. 

Father Nagle, O. P., director of the 
Blackfriar’s Players, New York, a 
dramatist, radio speaker, and play- 
wright, interspersed his serious mes- 
sage with amusing anecdotes drawn 
from his own full life in the theater. 
The burden of his message was for 
Catholics to organize for concentrat- 
ed action in press, radio, and espe- 
cially drama. He counseled his au- 
dience to stop complaining about 
what others are doing and to begin 
a counter-attack. 

Warns Against Communism 

Father Nagle warned his listeners 
about the insidious devices of Com- 
munistic propaganda. “You find 
Communism all over the world taking 
over our buildings; you don’t find 



them building. And we can’t sit 
back complacently and say that it 
won’t happen to us,” Father caution- 
ed. We put out much money on our 
school system, Father Nagle pointed 
out, but we must likewise spend mon- 
ey and energy in other belts of trans- 
mission. 

Catholic Writers Needed 

The dramatic field needs good Ca- 
tholic writers and actors. And ac- 
cording to Father Nagle, any play 
which solves its problems according 
to Catholic principles is a Catholic 
play. It isn’t so much whether the 
individual play is a good or bad one 
that is important, but rather whether 
the theatre is recognized as a Ca- 
tholic symbol. 

Father Nagle urged that Catho- 
lics must do something for theatre. 
Those who can write should write; 
those not gifted with literary abil- 
ity can contribute by being interest- 
ed in a Catholic theatre. And then 
there are always the back-stage 
hands.
